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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . It would be of great assistance to the Office if all Incoming papers pertaining to a 
filed application carried the following items:

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-28 are, drawn to a method of processing spread spectrum 
signals, classified in class 375, subclass 130. 

II. Claims 29-35 are, drawn to a software receiver, classified in class 375, 
subclass 316. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions Group I and Group II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can 
be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant 
case, the different inventions Group I and Group II have different mode of operation and 
effects. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
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because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. During a telephone conversation With W. Kevin Ransom on 12/4/06 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group II, claims 29-35. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 1-28 have withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 

CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the. inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(i).

9. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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10. Claims 29-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

1 1 . The specification {page 4, lines 14-25 and page 26, lines 11-17; page 5, lines 6- 
8; page 27, 10-28} does not have support for the claimed "software correlation capable 
of mixing the digitize radio signal to form base band signal using bit-wise parallelism "; 
"means for computing correlations between the base band signal and at least one 
pseudo random number (PRN) code using the bit-wise parallelism " and "means for 
computing accumulations from the correlation using the bit-wise parallelism".
